Death of Arthur 
V. Emmett 



It is seldom that we arc called upon 
to record so sad an occurrence as the 
sudden death of Arthur V. Emmett, 
with its attendant tragic circumstances. 
The sympathies of the entire commun- 
ity are deeply stirred by this unfore- 
seen termination or the comparatively 
slight injury from which he suffered. 
It seems that Mr. Emmett, during u 
game of soccer ball, some time ago, 
was accidentally lacked on the leg, 
near the kuce. A swelling resulted, 
which became painful, and some weeks 
ago an operation was performed, which 
it was hoped would bring quick relief. 
On the contrary, Mr. Emmett continued 
to suffer severe pain, and the physicians 
finally found that the injury had de- 
veloped symi>toms of cancer, necessi- 
tating amputation. The operation took 
place Tuesday afternoon at five o'clock, 
and, although he came out of the ether, 
collapse followed, and he passed away 
at 3.15 on Wednesday morning. 

Mr. Emmett was born in Duluth 
about 27 years ago. He graduated from 
Chicago University, and later was in- 
structor in physical training in the 
West Philadelphia Branch of the Y. M. 
C. A. Four years ago he became Direc- 
tor of Athletics in the Narberth schools, 
and later devoted a part of his time to 
physical instruction in the Narberth Y. 
M. C. A. He is survived by a widow 
and one child. The funeral services 
will be held on Friday afternoon, from 
the home of Principal William T. Mel- 
choir, and the interment will take place 
at Harrisburg. 

Mr. Emmett was held in the highest 
esteem by the School Board and Fac- 
ulty, and by the Directors and officers 
of "the Narberth Y. M. C. A. By his 
pupils he was greatly beloved. His heart 
and soul were in his work, and he was 
ever very close to all of his classes. As 
one mother expressed it, "He was not 
only a Physical Director, but he tried 
to make men and women for the fu- 
ture/' Mr. Emmett will long live iu 
the memories of the hundreds of boys 
and girls, who were inspired by his 
splendid enthusiasm and clean, whole- 
some life, and who will be much bet- 
ter men and women through his words 
and deeds. Measured by the standard 
of real attainment and genuine worth, 
Mr. Emmett was indeed a most suc- 
cessful inaii. With all those qualities 
which make for high and enduring 
character he was richly endowed. 

Mr. Melchior paid a most beautiful 
tribute to him on Wednesday morning, 
when he announced the sad news to 
faculty and pupils. With deep emotion 
he spoke of the details — of the quiet 
heroism with which he received the 
news of the necessity of the operation, 
and, smiling, was taken to the operat- 
ing room, and how, after regaining con- 
sciousness, he smiled while Mr. Mel-

Cub's Weekly Letter 



To the Editor of Our Town: 

Although it was advertised for weeks 
in Our Town, was announced daily from 
the school platform, and circulars were 
distributed from door to door announc- 
ing the event, the talk given by Dr. 
Teitrick, Deputy State Superintendent 
of Public Instruction, was very sparsely 
attended. One would infer that parents 
were indifferent to their children's edu- 
cational welfare, or perhaps, to look 
at the matter from another angle, 
parent's have so much confidence in the 
constituted school authorities that they 
feel that the children are well taken 
care of and are satisfied to rest content 
at that. It has always been the desire 
of the school authorities that parents 
keep in close touch with school matters, 
so that no misunderstanding will arise. 
The man or woman who never takes the 
trouble to visit the school or to inquire 
into a child's progress would be the 
first to seize an opportunity to make 
unfavorable criticism. 

Dr. Teitrick spoke very interestingly 
and it is to be deplored that the par- 
ents of all the school children in Nar- 
berth were not at the meeting. Tho 
speaker spent the entire day at the 
school, visiting class rooms, following 
closely the method's of teaching in the 
different grades, and, in fact, inspecting 
even' department of the school. The 
net result might be summed up in Dr. 
Teitrick 's remarks, which were as near- 
ly as I can remember to the following 
effect: 

In view of the short school hours, 
there should be instituted a systema- 
tized method of studying at home, espe- 
cially for the High School students. 
Either that or the school hours should 
be extended. It is manifestly impos- 
sible, according to Dr. Teitrick, for a 
student to properly understand and 
master a subject unless more time is 
given to Study, and he recommends one 
or the other of the above alternatives. 

Attention was called to the cramped 
condition of the rooms and our over- 
worked teachers. Although the new 
school building has only been in com- 
mission a Httlo less than two years, the 
growth of the Town has so affected 
the school that both the old and new 
buildings arc overtaxed. An additional 
building is badly needed and. obvious- 
ly, extra teachers. An ideal class, ac- 
cording to the Doctor, consists of thir- 
ty to thirty-five pupils, a larger number 
proving an obstacle to efficient teach- 
ing. Several of the local teachers 
have classes ranging from forty to forty- 
eight pupils. 

The matter of teachers-' salaries was 
also mentioned. The speaker stated 
that the salaries paid were inadequate 
in most cases. (This, of course, makes 
August Evergreen smile.)

CUB'S WEEKLY LETTER. 

(Continued from Page 2.) 

Dr. Tci trick spoke of an evil which 
seems to have crept into the schools 
of late years; namely, the cigarette 
habit. Xot that smoking was indulged 
in in the school rooms or buildings, but 
rather that the law was being evaded 
by dealers in tobacco, who were selling 
the weed in its various- forms to .school 
children nil over the State. Many boys 
and some girls arc addicted to the habit, 
and the effect is noted in the pupils' 
school work. 

He also stated that if there were a 
lack of discipline in the home the teach- 
er was sure to suffer. There are manj 
instances of this kind, and it -seems as 
though there arc many parents who are 
very careless about a child's deport- 
ment at homo who wonder afterward 
why a teacher reports the child as be- 
ing hard to manage and disobedient. 
The teacher's task is obviously the more 
difficult, as she has thirty or more chil- 
dren to handle. When a child does not 
receive the proper training at home, the 
burden is thrown on the teacher. Some- 
one asked the speaker as to the legality 
of corpoml punishment. In reply tho 
act permitting the use of the rod by a 
teacher was quoted. Evidently the 
State gives a teacher just as much 
authority to punish a child as it does 
a parent. Many of the youngsters 
plainly show that they need something 
more than kind words to keep them in 
line, and it's well that the law recog- 
nizes this fact. 

On tho subject of physical training 
the Deputy Superintendent called at- 
tention to the lar^e number of young 
men rejected by the Army examiners 
for physical reasons. Ho thought that 
physical training was quite as impor- 
tant as mental, and urged that the lo- 
cal school bend every eil'ort in the di- 
rection of improving the bodies as well 
as the minds of its charges. Ho praised 
our gymnasium, but suggested certain 
additions in the way of apparatus. He 
also recommended additional equipment 
for tho laboratory. 

On the subject of manual training, 
he is very emphatic in stating that a 
department of this kind should be at- 
tached to every school in the State. 

According to the Doctor's idea, Nar- 
bcrtli has an excellent school in all de- 
partments. There isn >t a great deal 
that he suggests in the way of improv- 
ing it, excepting such as outlined herein 
above. He finds that we have an ex- 
traordinarily line corps of teachers, that 
tho Board of Directors is giving the 
school a very careful and thorough 
business administration. To my mind, 
what stands out most prominently in 
his address is his recommendation with 
regard to longer School hours or more 
home study for the students. Next to 
that, it seems to me, is the Dictor's rec- 
ognition of the fact that our school fa- 
cilities arc inn ek too small for this 
growing town, and tho urgent need 
of a new school building. 

One point X failed to mention above, 
and that was Dr. Tci'trick's exhortation 
that the playground adjoining the 
school, which is not the property of the 
Borough, be acquired at the earliest 
possible moment. A school nowadays 
without a good-sized playground at- 
tached to it is years behind the times. 
Tho property must be acquired now if 
ever. It can be purchased at a very 
slight advance over the price paid for 
it by Mr. Shand years ago. It would 
be the next thing to criminal neglect to 
lose tho chance. If the school doesn 't 
buy the property, it will probably be 
used for residential purposes in the 
course of a year or two.
